The Christmas Season, the Twelve 
Days of Christmas, extends to the Feast 
of The Epiphany, January 6th. .At least 
for those Christians In churches which 
observe a Liturgical Year, this is true.

The opening words of a l&th century 
hymn convey the Christian understanding 
of Who this Child is: “Dost Thou in a 
manger lie, Who hast all created?” Born 
of Mary in iowly surroundings. His human¬ 
ness is reai. Creator of all, His divine 
nature is affirmed. God has acted and 
sends His Son to be the world’s Redeemer 
and Savior. 

This is the message of Christmas 
which is often lost or evaded by some who 
oversentimentalize the Babe of Bethlehem, 
and by others who stress only the secular 
aspects of this holy season. 

Christians ceiebrate the Nativity of 
Jesus because He is our Lord and Savior, 
and through Him true iife enters our lives, 
giving purpose, strength, hope, joy and a 
peace which pusses human understand¬ 
ing. We rejoice because we know that God 
not only acted in Bethlehem centuries 
ago, but He acts daily in the lives of all 
who call Him Lord. 

Use the Twelve Days of Christmas to 
praise and adore the Christ Child in your 
churches and in your homes. Christmas 
hymns and appropriate prayers can 
naturally be offered by families gathered 
around the Christmas tree for twelve pre¬ 
cious days. And that twelfth day, Jan¬ 
uary 6th, is the Feast of the Epiphany, 
celebrating the Visit of the Wise Men, who 
knelt, and adored and offered gifts. 

My prayer and hope for you and your 
families is that you may have a truly 
blessed Christmastide. 


Danger in 
drinking 


Seven people are killed (and 180 
more injured) each day in alcohol-involved 
traffic accidents on California roadways. 

Multiply those figures by 365 days a 
year and the outcome is staggering. The 
loss of lives, the disruption in lifestyle, 
and the emotional distress resulting from 
these accidents is almost overwhelming. 

Yet, reducing this toll should be re¬ 
latively easy if people realize the effects 
alcohol and other drugs have on the body 
(particularly when used in combination) 
and plan accordingly. 

People respond to alcohol and other 
drugs in different ways, depending on 
numerous factors including age, sex, 
weight, and emotional frame of mind; 
and the same person can respond dif¬ 
ferently at different times. Sometimes re¬ 
sponses are exaggerated as the result of 
being tired, or temporary changes in the 
body’s metabolism — and sometimes it is 
the result of mixing drugs in the body. 

A glass of wine before dinner by 
someone who has taken allergy relief 
medicine will have a greater effect than 
either of those drugs (the alcohol or the 
medicine) by itself. Millions of people take 
drugs every day and most are unaware 
that many of these substances affect 
their driving skills. Alcohol, tranquilizers, 
marijuana and a variety of other drugs 
affect the mental and physical skills need¬ 
ed for safe driving — even over-the-coun¬ 
ter medicines can affect driving. 

With the holidays ahead, and the 
increased travel and parties that seem to 
go hand-in-hand with the holidays, extra 
attention to the drinking/driving problem 
appears to be in order. Safe driving re¬ 
quires an observant eye, a steady hand, 
a clear head, a great deal of common 
sense and a concern for everyone on the 
road. 

By mixing drugs with driving, you are 
only asking for trouble ~ why take the 
risk?

Whitney assured Councilwoman Lisa Fow¬ 
ler, “I’m a preservationist at heart,” when 
she quizzed him about the structural changes 
he would implement. 

Mayor Tom Edwards told Whitney, 
“We’d like to see something done with it 
(the old city hall). It’s been sitting there a 
long time.” 

One of the few areas in which Murphy 
disagreed with Whitney was where he would 
enter the building for the courtyard — he 
chose the westerly parking area. 

Concerning the tenant now ensconced 
in the building. City Attorney Martin observed, 
“The present tenant is not in there legally. 
The owner had no right to lease without a 
Certificate of Tenancy. ” 

McRea outlined two immediate problems: 
a tenant is there illegally and there has been no 
discussion concerning conditions of the sale. 

Options he outlined include: work with the 
developer to bring conditions into compliance; 
look to the Disposition Development Agree¬ 
ment (DDA) — the city could work with the 
developer and potential buyers. The CRA has 
the power to enter into negotiations. 

The third option is to declare the contract 
in breach and repossess the building. Another 
DDA would have to be structured, he said. 

According to McRea, Ahern has been no¬ 
tified and he has not responded. 

Martin stated,”I am concerned about a 
seller who sells when he’s not authorized to do 
so.” 

Carl Anderson, broker for Murphy (and 
no relation to Harold Anderson), cautioned the 
CRA, “In dealing with Fritz (Ahern) and 
Harold (Anderson), it is imperative that the 
city make it clear to them what can happen. 
They don’t understand they could lose the 
project. They need to be told they’re either 
going to comply or lose the project.” 

McRea told The News Tuesday, “We 
(city of Sierra Madre) have an interest since 
we hold the trust deed and have a DDA 
which is much like escrow instructions.”

30, they were told their account must be 
brought current, then they leased the building 
without securing a Certificate of Occupancy. 

Whitney said he had presented Ahern and 
Anderson with three offers to purchase. Two 
were rejected and to the third they have not 
responded, he reported. 

He told CRA members, “1 think the pre¬ 
sent developers have done a good job on the 
exterior. They have done very little on the in¬ 
terior. About 20 items have not been com¬ 
pleted.” 

Work was to have been completed within 
an 18-month period and they were to spend 
$350,000 on the development. Neither has been 
realized, Whitney noted. 

Whitney said he would develop a court¬ 
yard on the east side of the building to bring 
light into the basement area that is now 
“nearly unusable.” 

He suggested two options: Working with
